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Consul Grout Reports on the Silver Trade 
of Malta. 

Wasuincoton, D. C., Dec. 17.—In a 
port to the State Department, Consul Gr 
at Malta, says that those islands have 
come celebrated for silver filigree wi 
but change of fashion and the introduct 
of artistic and cheap silver and gold o 
ments and other lines of silver and 
ware, as also electro-plated ware, has 
much affected local manufacture. Pric« 
silverware were fixed by a local law at 
time when local manufacture was at 
zenith, and although the price of raw si 
has been very much modified, the for 
valuation is adhered to. If the local cr 
men are at all working, it is merely to 
tain the difference between the cost of 
ver and the legal valuation. To enum 
the different articles of silver and plat 
goods which are on sale in Malta w 
be a long proceeding, but if nice and cl 
articles are properly brought before 
buyers in such a way as to commend pret 
ence there is no doubt, in the mind of ( 
sul Grout, that some trade would r 
There are no duties imposed upon silve: 
plated goods, and therefore no statistic 
enable him to give an idea of the extent 
the trade consumption. 

Consul Grout says he knows of no ol 
cle in the way of increasing our trad 
this line except indifference in not sending 
personal representatives there. As regards 
packing, no special directions are needed 
as goods may be shipped there direct 
New York, and there is no preparation 
view of trans-shipment needed. Buyers 
Malta are particular in making purchas 
to be given prices f.o.b. New York, or, 
possible, c.i.f. Malta. Often an Amer 
house located in the interior of the U1 
States will refuse to give prices other 
f.o.b. at the places where they are locate 
In such cases the would-be buyer in M 
is in the dark as to what his goods are g 
ing to cost landed in Malta, and Cor 
Grout has known several such cases wher 
by such obstinacy our manufacturers 
lost permanent and financially good 
tomers.

Attorney-General’s Petition Against De- 
Vore’s Diamond Co. Denied by Court. 
Detroit, Mich., Dec. 20.—The petition 

filed recently by Attorney-General Oren 

in the Wayne County Chancery Court to 
restrain the DeVore Diamond Company 
from continuing business in Michigan, which 
was heard Monday morning by Judges Man- 
dell, Hosmer and Brooke, has been denied. 

As told in THE CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, Dec 
10, the petition is directed against Frank 
W. Parsons, the Detroit agent of the com 
pany, and it is claimed by the Attorney 
General that the concern is the successor 
to the Tontine Savings Association of Min 
neapolis, Minn., which was driven out of 
that State, and also had a judgment of 
ouster against it in Michigan some time 
ago. 

The petition alleges that DeVore was on¢ 
of the officers of the old company; that he 
reorganized the association under his own 
name on a partnership basis, and that Mr. 
Parsons is representing the company in 
Michigan, and also that the company is 
conducting the business in Michigan con- 
trary to public policy, 

At the hearing Deputy Attorney-Gen 
eral Chase contended that the scheme was 
fraudulent and impossible of fulfilment, 
while Allan G. Frazer, who had charge of 
the interests of the DeVore company, 
argued that the contracts of that com- 
pany were legal and valid. He also con 
tended that if their business was fraudu- 
lent it was in the Criminal and not in the 
Chancery Court that proceedings against it 
should have been begun. 

To-day Judges Hosmer and Mandell 
handed down an opinion agreeing that the 
business of the DeVore Diamond Co. is an 
immoral scheme, prejudicial to the inter- 
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ests of the community and clearly aga 
public policy, but state that they do 
think the application presents a proper 
for an injunction, and deny the Attor 
General’s petition for the writ

Adjust the trial frame properly, then cover 
one eye with the opaque disk, before the 
open eye, which is directed towards the 
point of light.

Fall 
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United States Naval Observatory Report 
on Clocks and Chronometers. 


HE annual report of the Superintendent 
of the Naval Observatory, together 
with the reports of his various assistants, 
has been transmitted to Congress. A ré- 
sume of the report is presented herewith: 
Upon the return of the officers compos- 
ing the party to observe the eclipse of the 
sun in Sumatra, it became advisable to 
reorganize and systematize the work of the 
astronomical department. This was made 
necessary by the suspension of the office 
of astronomical director. The first step in 
this direction was to unite under one head 
all the meridian observations made at the 
Observatory and the instruments engaged 
therein, including the clocks, except the 
mean time clocks used in the time service. 
Professor Skinner, United States Navy, was 
put in charge of this division. 

As some difficulty has been experienced 
in perfecting the old air-tight clock case, 
a new case is now under construction by 
G. N. Saegmuller, in which it is intended 
to mount the Howard clock. The Observa- 
tory is also considering a_ self-winding 
clock in an air-tight case. One difficulty 
in mounting a clock in an air-tight case 
is that provision has to be made for wind- 
ing the clock on the outside of the case, 
and the hole and bushing which receive the 
key are pretty sure to leak air. 

Lieut. Com. E. E. Hayden has been in 
charge of the department of chronometers 
and time service since Jan. 22, 1902. A 
change has been made in the method of 
sending out standard time at noon, by 
which the preliminary signal is sent five 
minutes before noon instead of three min- 
utes, as formerly. This is found to be 
advantageous at distant stations. New 
methods have also been introduced to in- 
sure accuracy in time. 

The sidereal clock, Howard No. 404, 
was mounted in the clock vault Oct. 16, 
1901. The average deviation of the daily 
rates from the mean rate for periods of 
three or four weeks has been about 0°08, 
while formerly, when mounted in_ the 
clock room and subject to great changes 
of temperature, the deviation of the daily 
rates was about six times as large. The 
temperature coefficient of this clock was 
determined during January and February, 
1902, and found to be about 0°.06 per degree 
Fahrenheit \t the end of the year this 
clock showed evidence of need of cleaning 
and oiling 

The Kessel’s clock, mounted in a copper 
case, also shows a need of cleaning and 
oiling.

they are now, he thinks, correct and com- 
plete. 

With the approval of the superintendent 
of the Observatory naval chronometers 
loaned to other departments of the Gov 
ernment have been recalled for use in 
the naval service. Chronometers that have 
been in use for many years at naval sta- 
tions have been withdrawn for necessary 
cleaning and repair and others substituted 
where needed. The pamphlet entitled 
“The Care of Chronometers” is being re- 
vised and enlarged for a new edition, to 
include the care of watches, and data have 
been collected, through the courtesy of the 
Chief Intelligence Officer of the Navy, by 
the naval attaches abroad, regarding the 
care of chronometers and the conduct of 
time services in foreign countries. 

An important change has been made, with 
the co-operation of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co., by means of which the 
series of telegraphic noon signals sent out 
over the wires from the Observatory will 
hereafter continue for a period of five 
minutes ending at noon, instead of three 
and one-fourth minutes as heretofore. This 
series agrees with that already in use on 
the Pacific coast, as sent out from the ob- 
servatory at the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
so that the same system is now in use 
throughout the United States. 


TRIAL OF CHRONOMETERS. 


The usual annual six months’ trial of 
chronometers, which did not begin till 
Jan. 14, owing to delays on the part of 
certain makers, ended June 30, with the 
result that 33 out of the 41 instruments 
submitted passed successfully. This result, 
considering the long and severe test to 
which the chronometers are subjected, and 
the fact that they are all of American manu- 
facture, is very gratifying. 

The tabular statement on another page 
gives in detail the actual data of the trial, 
and two plates are also shown in order 
to exhibit the results graphically. The at- 
tention of makers and others interested is 
invited especially to these plates, which 
serve to make the printed figures intelli- 
gible and to indicate the qualities that give 
chronometers the highest value for use at 
sea, as determined by long experience and 
study in the Navy of the United States. 

Plate 1, “Temperature rate curves,” 
shows the rate curve for temperature of 
every chronometer in the trial. The num- 
ber of each, placed at the point indicating 
the temperature of compensation (when 
that point falls within the limits of the 
diagram), is its number in order of merit, 
as shown in the tabular statement, and 
can be easily located on the plate by using 
the temperature of compensation given in 
the table. Moreover, the table gives also 
the rate at the temperature of compensa- 
tion, so that the rate at any other tem- 
perature can be found from the plate by 
using the rate scale at the top and the 
temperature scale at the side. Of course, 
other things being equal, the nearer the 
curve approaches an up-and-down line the 
better. Such rate curves are sent out to 
navigators with every chronometer and are 
utilized in the navigation of every naval 
vessel. 


Plate 11, “Graphic representation of the 
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four quantities whose sum makes the trial 
number,’ shows clearly the relative value 
of each of these qualities in the 33 chro- 
nometers that passed the trial. The total 
length of each line represents on the same 
scale the total trial number of that chro 
nometer. Those of the first class, trial 
number from 0 to 5, are valued at $375;
